The amendment filed 11/29/2006 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance. 
The rejection under 35 USC 112 is overcome. 

The ODP rejection remains. Claim 9 is extremely similar to claim 1 and others in 
the parent case. Applicants point out that the claims in the other case are non-elected. This 
is correct, but the claims are still in the case. ODP rejections are made regardless of 
whether the claims are or are not elected in the other case. If applicants do not wish to file 
a terminal disclaimer, they need to cancel the non-elected claims in the other case. These 
process claims are not being rejected over the compound claim in the other application, but 
over claim 1.
